Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was liatenteci or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1-3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bozsvai (3539851). 

Bozsvai discloses in fig. la rotary electric machine comprising: a housing (12) having a 
cylindrical wall, a stator core (34) disposed in the housing (50,12) having a bolt hole 
formed in the axial direction inside the inner periphery of the wall; and a bolt (42) having 
an enlarge diameter part treaded through the bolt hole, for fixing the stator core to the 
housing by pressing the axial end portion of the stator core by the enlarge diameter part 
of the bolt. Bozsvai also disclose an intermediate member provided at a contact portion 
between the enlarge diameter part of the bolt and the axial end portion of the stator 
core. Wherein, the intermediate member (35) is deformable and softer than the enlarge 
diameter part of the bolt. Bozsvail also discloses a step (A) provided at an inner 
peripheral portion of the housing to receive another axial end portion of the stator core 
which is sandwiched between the step (A) and the enlarged diameter part of the bolt 
through the intermediate portion (35). The stator is also fixed to the housing at a 
plurality of locations spaced apart at equal angular intervals on a periphery, which has a

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slightly larger diameter than that of an outer periphery of the stator core, having bolts at 
each location. 



Claims 4-6 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fujimoto (5696415). 

Fujimoto discloses an rotary electric machine in fig. 3 comprising: a housing (5) having a 
cylindrical wall in which a bolt hole (61) is formed in an axial direction inside an inner 
periphery wall, and a step (5a) formed on an inner periphery portion of the housing (by 
pressing one axial end portion of the stator core by the enlarge diameter part). Wherein, 
the stator core (16) has a cavity (61) located at a contact portion between the enlarge 
diameter part and the axial end portion of the stator (which receive the enlarge head of 
the bolt). Fujimoto also discloses the cavity (61 ) formed only at a location where the 
enlarge head of the bolt (22a) contacts the stator core. Wherein, the stator core is fixed 
to the housing at a plurality of locations, spaced apart at equal angular intervals on a 
periphery, which has a slightly larger diameter than that of an outer periphery of the 
stator core, having bolts (22,22a) at each location. Fujimoto also discloses a step (5a) 
provided at an inner peripheral portion of the housing to receive another axial end 
portion of the stator core which is sandwiched between the step (5a) and the enlarged 
diameter part of the stator core.
